Mow that I know which of my Freedom of Information requests you have 
been referring to, perhaps I can reassure you, I have done nothing on my 

request for the Jan. 24 executive session transcript since my appeal 
was turned tsxfe down by the Archives. I am willing to defer to you on this. 

If for some unforseen reason I decide that it would be worthwhile to press 
this further, I will consult with you and Jim before doing anything. 

I believe the information on the Jan, 22 meeting notes in the enclosed 
letter to Jim will interest you. 

1 don t know how much Jim told you about his discussions with me about 
my projected book. As far as I can tell, the thrust of your ideas about what 
I might profitably work on (your note of 3/20) is not that different from 
my own independent conception. As you know, the focus of my wisk work is the 
FBI .files on Oswald. That means I will be writing variously about the FBI, 
idle Commission, Oswald, and the assassination. Of course the topic with the 
most topicality is the FBI. I think I can come up with a valuable case stef 
study of FBI methods* I don't think it would be fruitful for us to 

discuss my concepts in detail at this point, but I will keep you ink informed. 

I do not believe there is anything else in your letter that calls for or 
deserves an answer .
